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Media & Performing Arts 


The Media and Performing Arts Department 
(MPA) faces the challenge of responding to the 
ever-changing landscape of new technologies 
and their application to art making. It is with 
the means of various 20th and 21st century 
media that students in the department find and 
give form to their personal visions. The depart- 
ment houses faculty in photography, film, 
interrelated media, and video. The MPA faculty 
share a unifying emphasis on the use of media 
principally in the service of art. The MPA cur- 
riculum provides students with a solid technical 
and conceptual core of knowledge. As students 
advance they can use more sophisticated and 
complex equipment. Yet, faculty feel strongly 
that skilled, creative artists using the most basic 
techniques with the simplest, even antique 
equipment can bring the magic of the medium 
alive. The faculty couple an openness to incor- 
porating new technologies in their teaching 
with a commitment to educating students about 
the history and tradition from which these new 
disciplines derive. 


Photography students are encouraged to explore 
the boundaries of the medium. The Photography 
area is housed in 11,000 sq. ft. of spacious, 
newly-renovated facilities with full ventilation, 
plentiful workstations and darkrooms, and 
gallery space for student work. 


The central philosophy of the Studio for interre- 
lated Media (SIM) is the importance of concept 
and the need for freedom to explore whatever 
forms and media the embodying of a concept of 
series of concerns requires. Media and form are 
only two of a number of aesthetic decisions that 
a SIM artist makes when working on a particular 
piece. SIM overlaps and intersects with many 
other disciplines, including science, technology, 
sociology, theater, religion, shamanism, music, 
and broadcasting.

Graphic Design Certificate 
Program 

The Certificate Program in Graphic Design is a 
series of professional courses leading to a career 
in the Graphic Design field. The program con- 
sists of 12 courses (36 credits) to be taken over 
a period of no more than three years. Upon 
review, you may transfer up to 6 credits at the 
time of acceptance into this Certificate Program. 
To be eligible, applicants must have completed a 
minimum of 60 undergraduate credits. 


At the conclusion of semester IV, a computer 
competency requirement will be evaluated 
during the Intermediate Portfolio Review. Those 
students accepted into the program without 
computer skills are required to take computer 
electives before the Intermediate Portfolio 
Reviews. Students not passing the computer 
competency are required to resubmit their 
portfolio for additional review and/or take a 
recommended computer course or workshop. 
Vocabulary and basic understanding of Quark 
Xpress and Pagemaker is necessary to meet the 
requirements of the advanced Graphic Design 
classes. Computer courses can be taken as an 
elective through the MassArt Continuing Educa- 
tion Department.

Industrial Design Certificate 


Program 

The Industrial Design Certificate is a streamlined 
program for students who hold a prior degree in 
another discipline and now wish to enter the 
industrial design profession. Study requires part 
time availability for evening and daytime 
classes. An entry portfolio is required as well. 
Transfer students may waive up to 9 credits 
upon review. 


A student with a previous arts degree might well 
be able to place our of 2D Design, 3D Design 
and Conceptual Drawing; and a student with an 
engineering degree might place out of Technical 
drawing, Manufacturing Process and CAD. 


A student is allowed to transfer in or waive up 
to 9 credits, depending upon incoming portfolio 
review by the program advisor. 


Students with no portfolio may take DE212, 
DE213 and DE224, all available through DGCE, in 
order to prepare and incoming portfolio. These 
courses would be applicable to their program if 
they are accepted.

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Teacher Preparation Program 

The Teacher Preparation Program is a post-bacca- 
laureate 36-credit program which leads to provi- 
sional certification with advanced standing as an 


art teacher in Massachusetts and 32 other states . 


The program is designed for students with very 
strong backgrounds in studio work who want to 
work in schools, museums, social service agen- 
cies, or other venues for art education. 300 hours 
of student teaching is required. Teacher Certifica- 
tion in Massachusetts requires passing the Educa- 
tion Certification Tests. Those tests are adminis- 
tered by the Commonwealth’s Department of 
Education and are separate from the Art Educa- 
tion programs of the college. 


Graduate degrees are available in Master of 
Science in Art Education, Master of Fine Arts, and 
Master of Fine Arts in Design. 


Master of Science in Art 
Education (MSAE) 


The Master of Science in Art Education is a 36 
credit program intended for mature individuals 
who may choose from two program specializa- 
tions: Research or Artist/Teacher. Students in 
both programs may seek state certification in the 
visual arts. An extended 54 credit option is 
available to those who seek full certification. 


Master of Fine Arts (MFA) 

The Master of Fine Arts Graduate degree requires 
full time course of study and acceptance into the 
program is competitive. The major studio classes 
are the central component of the program with 
ongoing and shared dialogue complementing the 
individualized course of study. Students can 
select from concentrations in Design, Photogra- 
phy, 2D, 3D, Film, and Studio for Interrelated 
Media (SIM). 


The Master of Fine Arts in Design is also offered 
through part-time study, again with entry gained 
through application and portfolio review.

Auditing 

Students who register for a course on an audit 
basis are encouraged to participate in all course 
activities, but will NOT receive formal evaluation 
of performance. If you wish to audit a course, 
please deduct $10 per credit from the course fee. 


Change of Course/Add-Drop 


A registered Continuing Education student may 
add or change a course until the third class 
meeting by completing a change form available 
from the Continuing Education Office. A student 
will be admitted to the requested or added 
course on a space available basis or with the 
permission of the instructor. Refunds for those 
who drop a course are made according to the 
Refund Schedule (see Financial Information). 
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Change of Credit Status 


Once registered, student who wish to change 
from one level of credit to another (e.g. from 
undergraduate to graduate or from audit to 
credit or vice-versa) must submit a completed 
change form by mid-semester and pay any 
additional fees if applicable. 


Independent Study 


Students may apply for a 3-credit Independent 
Study if the appropriate course for the student is 
not being offered. The student must develop a 
proposal in consultation with a faculty advisor 
and include a description of the project and 
proposed schedule of meetings. Signatures of 
faculty are required. 


Independent Study Refund Policy

Tuition Waivers 

Students with tuition waivers may register for 
credit courses on a space available basis. Tuition 
waivers do not apply to non-credit workshops, 
independent study, directed study or other 
specially arranged courses. Registration and 
institutional fees are borne by the student. 
Students with half tuition waivers pay 50% of 
tuition as well as registration, student services 
and lab fees. Students with Senior Citizens and 
Veterans tuition waivers pay $25 registration 
fee, $10 per credit student services fee and 
departmental lab fees. 


Senior Citizen Tuition Waiver 

Residents of Massachusetts 60 years and older 
may register for credit courses without paying 
tuition providing space is available. Proof of age 
and Massachusetts residency must be provided. 
Students with Senior Citizen tuition waivers pay 
$25 registration fee, $10 per credit student 
services fee (audit or credit), and departmental 
lab fees. 


Veterans Tuition Waiver 

Veterans who served during WWII, Korea, Viet- 
nam, Lebanese Peace Keeping Force, Grenada 
Rescue Mission, Panamanian Intervention or 
Persian Gulf, and Active Members of the Armed 
Services may register for credit courses without 
paying tuition providing space is available. 
Veterans and Active Members must be perma- 
nent residents of Massachusetts for at least one 
year and provide their DD214 indicating an 
honorable discharge. Members of the Army or Air 
Force National Guard are not eligible for tuition 
waiver. Students with Veterans tuition waivers 
pay-$25 registration fee, $10 per credit student 
services fee (audit or credit), and departmental 
lab fees.
